The bill limited the expenses of the 
commission to $10,000.

Messina, April 7.—Theodore Roose­ 
velt and King V ictor Emmanuel met 
on the Italian battleship Re Umberto 
in Messina harbor. 
The meeting was 
characterized by th e utm ost cordial­ 
ity and the king took th e occasion to 
express the gratitude of himself and 
the Italian people for the generous 
assistance of the Am erican people to 
the 
earthquake 
sufferers. 
At 
the 
close of the interview Mr. Roosevelt 
went ashore and inspected the ruins 
of the city, the desolation of which 
moved him strongly. 
H e then board­ 
ed the steam er Adm iral, which hoist­ 
ed her anchors and proceeded on her 
way to Mombasa. 
When the Adm iral arrived at Messi­ 
na she was saluted by the Re Um­ 
berto, with the king on board, he hav­ 
ing come here on the battleship. 
Al­ 
most im mediately Captain Pfeister, 
former Italian m ilitary attache 
at 
W ashington, and now aide to Admiral 
Mlrabello, was taken to the Admiral 
in a launch and inquired for Mr. 
Roosevelt. 
He said th e king sent his 
compliments and would have great 
pleasure in receiving the former pres­ 
ident of the U nited States. Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s face lit up w ith a pleased smile. 
Accompanied by his son Kermit and 
Ambassador Griscom, he proceeded at 
once to the battleship. 


Greeted 
Roosevelt Effusively. 
The king m et the party at the head 
of the gangway. 
H e greeted the ex- 
president 
effusively, 
shaking 
him 
warmly by the hand. 
He did not 
wish, he said, to allow the opportunity 
to pass of m aking th e personal ac­ 
quaintance of so distinguished a man. 
Above all he w anted personally to 
thank the ex-president for the help 
extended by A m erica at the time of 
the earthquake. 
“You are now able,” 
he added, “to understand better what 
a terrible disaster it was.” 
Mr. Roosevelt replied, thanking the 
sovereign for th e compliment paid 
him in inviting him to come aboard 
the Re Umberto. 
H e said th at the 
American people did not wish thanks 
for what they had done, as they had 
m erely tried to do th eir duty and 
I knew no better, w ax t-Q- confront the 


im mense need than by th eir work and j 
contributions. 
I 
The conversation then turned to the 
hunting trip to Africa, th e king say­ 
ing th a t his tastes also ran in that di­ 
rection. 
He mentioned the expedition 
of the Count of Turin in Africa, and, 
sim ilarly with the Duke o f Aosta, ex­ 
pressed the hope th a t Mr. Roosevelt 
would meet the count there. After 
m ore than half an hour’s conversation

ashore, where a photograph was taken 
of a group consisting of his majesty,

A m erican ambassador. 
A t the sug­ 
gestion of the king, Mr. Roosevelt 
snapped a picture of bis m ajesty, Ad­ 
m iral Mlrabello, K erm it and Ambassa­ 
dor Griscom, amid much laughter. 


Wished 
Him Good 
Luck. 
Before leaving, the king saluted Mr. 
Roosevelt, wishing him a happy and 
successful trip and much good luck 
in the way of hunting. 
He asked Mr. 
Roosevelt to promise th a t he Would 
visit Rome on his return, when the 
queen would be pleased to make his 
acquaintance. 
The 
king then took 
his departure, not wishing to accom­ 
pany the party over the ruins. 
Mr. Roosevelt was charm ed with 
the courtesy of the king and declared 
th a t it was the m ost interesting half 
hour he had spent since he left the 
U nited States. 
The Inspection of the 
ruins then began. 
The ex-president’s departure from 
the city to go aboard his steam er was 
m arked with scenes th a t moved him 
to emotion.

7.—Five 
lives are known to have been lost, and 
at least fifteen Injured In a cyclone 
which destroyed the Illinois Central 
depot at Aberdeen, Miss., where the 
greatest loss of life occurred. Three 
of the dead are negroes. The two 
white men killed are: W. C. McMillan, 
cashier of the Bank of Aberdeen; T. 
C. McMillan, his son, a cotton buyer. 
The depot was filled with passengers 
when the cyclone struck It. It col­ 
lapsed almost immediately, the wreck­ 
age pinioning all within. It required 
several hours to extricate them from 
the mass of wreckage. 
From West Point a report Is re­ 
ceived that there was a great loss of 
life on the Terrell plantation. A num­ 
ber of houses have been blown down, 
but the names of the victims have not 
been secured. 
The town of Rich was badly dam­ 
aged by a high wind, a number of 
buildings being blown down. There 
was no loss of life reported. 
Several people are reported killed 
as a result of a severe wind and rain 
storm from the West. At Cotton 
Plant, Ark., the roof of the Grand 
Opera house was blown down and 
several residences were moved many 
yards by the force of what looked like 
another Brinkley tornado. 
The town Is dark, the result of dam­ 
age to the electric light plant. 
At Forest City the velocity of the 
wind reached Its height, blowing a 
negro and a mule hitched to a plow 
from one farm into an adjoining plan­ 
tation, without killing the man or 
mule. 
Trees were blown down in Memphis 
and in suburban towns several resi­ 
dences are reported blown down, but 
no loss of life. 
The reports from points in east Ten­ 
nessee show that the path of the tor­ 
nado continued from Arkansas through 
Tennessee to the Kentucky line and to 
Murray, Ky., where Isaiah Ballance, 
eighty-four years old, a Confederate 
veteran and prominent citizen, was 
killed. Dozens of tobacco barns were 
blown away at Murray and the loss 
is estimated at several thousand. 


Fatal Storm in indiana. 
Kokomo, Iud., April 7. At Miami, 
ten miles north of here, the Masonic 
temple and several other buildings 
were badly damaged by the wind. The 
farm residence of Mrs. Gammons, 
eight miles west of Kokomo, was 
blown down and the family of six was 
caught in the wreck and all were 
more of less injured.
